INSURANCE MAN KILLED 
IN FALL ON STAIRWAY 


Percy Stone Had Been in Busi- 
ness Here 40 Years— 
63 Years Old. 


Percy Stone, 63 years old, an in- 
surance broker in St. Louis for 
more than 40 years, was killed early 
today in a fall on a stairway at his 
home, 8724 Church Lane, Jennings. 
He was pronounced dead of a frac- 
tured skull at St. Louis County 
Hospital shortly after he was found 
at the foot of the stairs. 

Mr. Stone will be recalled by 


veteran bicycle enthusiasts for his 
widely advertised match race with 
Hal Greenwood, St. Louis cham- 
pion, in July of 1887, in which 
Stone and Greenwood were to race 
to De Soto, Mo., and return, a dis- 
tance of about 95 miles. 

Greenwood reaciied De Soto 
about three minutes ahead of 
Stone, covering the distance over 
the hilly roads through Jefferson 
County in four hours and 10 min- 
utes. After a brief rest they start- 
ed the return trip, but Stone was 
forced to drop out. He was riding 
a bicycle with the high wheel in 
front, while Greenwood's bicycle, a 
“Star,”’ had the high wheel in the 
rear. 

Previously Stone had won a race 
at Springfield, Mass., which was 
advertised as being for the world 
amateur championship. Leading 
English and American stars were 
entered. He and his brother toured 
Europe on bicycles. 

Surviving him are his widow, 
Mrs. Florence Stone, and two 
brothers and two sisters. The fu- 
neral will be held at 3:30 o'clock 
Monday afternoon at the Alexand- 


er chapel, 6175 Delmar boulevard. 
Burial will be in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. 


ARRESTED AFTER 29. YEARS 


George Presnell, ‘Alias Miller, Re- 
spected Citizen of Boone Coun- 
ty, Mo., Admits Identity.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 12. 
George Presnell, 59 years old, alias 
George Miller, after 29 years of 
freedom, has been arrested here on 
a charge of murder in Bakersville, 
Mitchell County, N.' C., in 1903. Jt 
is alleged that in a quarrel over 
his first wife, he killed Lewis 
Buchanan. 

Now a respected Boone County 
citizen living under the name of 
Miller and described as.-*‘industri- 
ous, honest and married,”’ Presriell 
today readily admitted his identi- 
ty to Sheriff Ballew of Boone 
County following his arrest by dep- 
uties last night. 

For a. year .Presnell has operat- 
ing a coal mine he leased near 
Prathersville, Mo., seven milea 
north of here. For 15 years be- 
fore, he says, he lived in Oskaloo- 
sa, la. 

Presnell’s arrest was caused by 
letters he wrote to relatives at Ba- 
kersville. He signed his own name 
and some of these found their way 
into the hands of police. Sheriff 
Goods of Mitchell County, today 
telegraphed Sheriff Ballew to hold 
Presnell.

CHAPEI CIVILIANS 
TAKEN OUT OF ZONE 


Priest, Red Cross and Neu- 
tral Officials Lead People 
From Ruins — Wounded 
Evacuated. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, China, Feb. 12.— 
Guns blazed again across the Cha 
pei ruins tonight, while the Amer 
ican, British and French Ministers 
were discussing over their dinner 
the possibilities of restoring peace 
They had met at the invitation of 
Nelson T. Johnson, United States 
Minister to China, who had been 
asked by the city’s Chinese mer- 
chants to mediate, with the hope of 
establishing a permanent peace. 

Frem their dining-room windows 
on the tenth floor of Hotel Cathay, 
the diplomates could see the gun 


flashes along the Japanese and 
Chinese fronts, and for a while 
they watched from the windows, 
then mounted the stairs to a tower, 
where they watched the fighting 
through binoculars. 

Merchants Seck Peace. 

The Chinese merchants had 
sought an extension of the “mervy 
truce, which was in effect four 
hours, $8 a. m., until noon, today, 
for evacuation of noncombatants 
and wounded soldiers from Chapei, 
byt Ahis truce was not extended. 
Japanese consular officials charged 
that Chinese soldiers had broken 
this truce by sniping at least five 
times on Japanese troops who were 
standing by in accordance with the 
truce agreement. 

Johnson and the other Ministers. 
who arrived today from Nanking. 
had their first experience of the 
Shanghai campaign when their ves- 
sels passed through the Whangpoo 
Narrows near the forts. They saw 
Japanese destroyers open fire and 
the cruisers join in. Johnson said 
he saw two shells fall in Woonsung 
and immediately fires started. He 
counted four airplane bombs which 
dropped in marshes near the fort, 
but did not explode. 
Ministers passed through the Nar- 
rows on the U. 8S. S. Simpson and 
the gunboat Bridgewater, the Jan- 
anese warships ceased firing long 
enough to dip their colors. 

Japanese airplanes swung through 
the smoke and mist above Woo- 
sung, dropping an occasional bomb, 
but used none of the 500-pounders 
which have been brought up. Dur- 
ing the afternoon they flew acrass 
the Chapel sector, close to the In- 
ternational Settlement boundary, 
but did no bombing there. 

Forty Japanese warships and 
transports have been jammed into 
the Yangtze estuary. 

Three Thousand Taken Out. 

More than 3000 marooned  vic- 
tims of two weeks of fighting were 
brought out of Chapei during the 
four-hour truce, many of them 
wounded soldiers in ambulances. 
These were taken to hospitals. The 
truce was arranged with the Chi- 
nese by the British Consul-General 
and other neutral offcials and with 
the Japanese by Father Jacquifot 
of St. Francis Xavier's College, 
who lost an arm at Verdun in the 
World War. 

Scarcely had the clocks struck 
the hour of the time before the 
rush began. Trucks and taxis 
streamed into the empty and si- 
lent streets in the evacuated dis- 
trict and thousands of Chinese 
jostled with them in rickshaws and 
— foot. They had come to re- 
trieve the belongings Iicft behind 
when they fled before the Japan- 
ese occupation. 

Many of the vehicles bore Red 
Cross flags. These headed for the 
flattened ruins of what once was 
Chapel. A hurried search for the 
remaining inhabitants and the 
woun*ed began. For an hour the 
traffic flowed in and then the ex- 
odus began. . 

‘Father Jacquinot, Col. Francis 
Hayley Bell, the latter’s 21-year- 
old daughter, and a group of 18 
French nuns carrying Red Cross 
flags were among the first to en- 
ter for the search. 

Wounded Cared for oe 

Truck loads of wounded soldierr 
came first, guarded by Japanese 
bluejackets with bayonets on their 
rifles. They were sent immediate- 
ly to hospitals. 

Sightseers, including many for- 
eigners, anxious to see at close 
range the ravages of the fighting, 
attempted to enter the Chapei 
zone in spite of the sporadic firing 
which was going on from snipers’ 
guns, but they retreated when they 
were met, within a block from the 
sector, by the Japanese sentries,

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/EXAMINERS WOULD 
LIMIT NUMBER OF 
EXTRA-FARE TRAINS 


Between New York and Mid- 
west, They Tell I. C. C. 


By the Associated Press. ~ 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Two 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
examiners today joined in recom- 
mending the limitation of extra 
fare passenger train service to one- 
third the number of through trains 
operated by any one railroad. 


The proposed report, written by 
Examiners A. S. Worthington and 
M. L. Boat, if adopted by the com- 
mission, would have the effect of 
reducing the number of extra fare 
services between New York and 
Chicago and St. Louis. 

The examiners have been looking 
into the extra fare train situation 
for a year or more. The commis- 
sion started the inquiry on its own 
initiative. 

The study shows that extra fare 
through trains between New York 
and important Middle Western 
cities outnumber regular through 
trains substantially. The total of 
eastbound extra fare trains is 93 
as against 58 ordinary trains and 
westbound 99 against 41. 

The examiners found that in 
some instances extra fares were 
charged on trains requiring pas- 
sengers to change from one train 
to another. They recommend that 
the commission rule against any 
extra fare for such service. 


JUDGE RULES BROWN FAMILY 
HAS NO EQUITY IN ISLAND 


Suit to Quiet Title Brought in Be- 
half of Minor Children Is 


Dismissed. 
Members of the Brown family, 
evicted last summer from the 


island in the Missouri River oppo- 
site the 7000-acre estate of Mrs. 
Oscar Johnson have no equity in 
the island, which is owned by Mrs. 
Johnson, Circuit Judge Woolfolk 
ruled today in dismissing a suit to 
quiet tithe brought in behalf of sev- 
eral minor children of the Browns, 

Suit in behalf of the children was 
tried after Judge Woolfolk had re- 
fused to set aside a judgment 
against the Browns returned in 
May, 1929.

Indictment for Alleged Vio- 
lation of U. S. Corrupt 
Practices Act Defective, 
Court Holds. 


NO DECISION GIVEN 
ON LAW’S VALIDITY 


Government to File Appeal 
Monday; If This Fails 
Case Will Have to Be 
Abandoned. .

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. — The 


District of Columbia Supreme Court 
today sustained the demurrers of 
Bishop James Cannon Jr. and his 


former secretary, Miss Ada Bur- 
roughs, to their indictments on 
charges of violating the Federal 
corrupt practices act. 

Cannon and Miss Burroughs were 
indicted on a charge that they had 
failed to file complete reports of 
expenditures made in their activi- 
ties against Alfred E. Smith in the 
1928 presidential campaign. 

Their demurrer challenged the 
constitutionality of the corrupt 
practices act, which requires that 
such reports be filed with the clerk 
of the House. .of Representatives. 

In sustaining the demurrer, the 
Court held that it was unnecessary | 
to pass on the constitutionality of 
the act, but that the indictment 
was defective in failing to charge 
that Miss Burroughs had Knowl- 
edge of contributions made to the 
Bishop by E. C. Jameson, a New 
York broker. 

The décision of Justice James M. 
Proctor, sustaining the demurrer, 
nullifies the indictment which grew 
out of a long investigation. by a 
Senate committee of the activities 
of the Bishop in the 1928 cam- 
paign. 

John J. Wilson, Assistant United 
States Attorney, prepared for gn 
immediate appeal from the ruling, 
He will file it Monday in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court of Appeals. 
If the demurrer is sustained by the 
Appellate Court the District Attor- 
ney’s office is expected to drop the

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case. A new indictment would be 
impossible because of the statute 
of limitation. 

Justice Proctor said the inditt- 
ment was bad in all its 10 counts 
because of failure to allege as fact 
that contributions of Jameson were 

“reported and accounted for to 
Miss Burroughs, the treasurer, or 
that she had .knowledge thereof.” 

The Justice said a person could 
not be held criminally responsible 
for failure to report a contribution 
of which he had no knowledge. To 
do so, he said, would “call for an 
unreasonable and harsh construc- 
tion which is neither warranted by 
the nature of the act, its language 
nor its intent.” 

“Given such a meaning a treas- 
urer who has filed a statement 
honestly and correctly, revealing 
every contribution known to him, 
would nevertheless be liable to 
prosecution because of an inevitable 
omission of a contribution made for 
the committee to another of which 
he had no knowledge,” he said. “No 
such .njust purpose can be at- 
tributed to this legislation. 

“Nor can I accept the alterna- 
tive contention that those counts 
which -harge a willful failure by 
Miss 3urroughs to report contri- 
butions made for the committee 
impute to her knowledge of con- 
tributions received by. another.”

Two important State’s witnesses

were John T. Rogers of the Post- 
Dispatch news staff, and Morris G. 
Levinson, Berg’s attorney.- 

Rogers, after stating he was 51 
years old and had been a reporter 
on the Post-Dispatch for 17 years, 
gave a detailed account of con- 
versations with Attorney Richards 
in which the latter disclosed that 
he was representing the gangsters 
in theif attempt to collect $59,900 
ransom for Berg’s release, and was 
to get $11,000 as his share. 

Rogers testified that after be- 
ing assigned to assist in reporting 
the kidnaping on the morning aft- 
er Berg had been abducted, he met 
Levinson, a friend of 10 years’ 
standing, in the Park Plaza Hotei. 
Levinson, he said, invited him to an 
apartment not far from the Berg 
rooms, which the dttorney had 
rented to be near the family. 

On Monday, Nov. $, he contin- 
ued, he went to Levinson’'s law of- 
fice at 506 Olive street. There was 
a special delivery letter there and 
Levinson asked Rogers to open it 
and read it, which Rogers did. The 
letter, which Rogers then identi- 
fied, was from Berg, who had 
written it under duress. It instruct- 
ed Levinson to get in touch with 
Paul Richards, and pay him $1000 
as a retainer fee. 

Telephoned to Richards 

“I discussed the letter with Lev- 
insen,” Rogers said, “and then I 
telephoned to Richards’ office. I 
told him I would like to see him 
about something I didn’t care to 
discuss over the telephone and he 
told me he didn’t want te talk 
about it over the telephone either, 
but would rather have me come to 
his office.” 

The conversation in Richards’ of- 
fice, as Rogers related it, was as 
follows: 

“Well, Paul I suppose you know 
why I’m here?” Rogers began. 
Richards grinned, but said nothing. 
“You can talk to me, Paul.” 

“That goes both ways,” Richards 
replied. “You can talk to me, too, 
John.” 

“We've got a letter from the kid- 
napers, and Levinson will want to 
talk to you.” 

“I got a phone call last night, 
too, and this letter.” 

Here Richards showed Rogers a 
promissory note for $50,000 signed 
by Berg at the orders of his kid- 
napers. Apparently because the 
note was signed under duress 
Richards said: 

“This is no good to me in its 
present form. I can deliver Berg 
in two hours for $69,000, but this 
note is no good.” 

“These letters are from East St. 
Louis,” Rogers suggested. “Is Berg 
heid there?” “No, in St. Louis.” 

“Who has him?” “A client of 
mine is the leader—a man I got 
out of trouble in St. Louis County 
and in Indiana.” This description 


fits Heuer. 
Called Kidnapers Amateurs. 

Rogers asked if St. Louis gafig- 
sters, whom he named, held Berg, 
but Richards replied: 

“No, the men who have him are 
amateurs at kidnaping—they have 
other big rackets. This hit me 
right in the eye. You know, usual- 
ly I have advance knowledge of 
these things, but this was a str« 
prise to mé.” 

Rogers asked what Richards 
knew of the kidnaping 6f Dr. L D. 
Kelley, but Richards qualified his 
statement by saying: “Bxcept that 
one.” Rogers questioned him about 
the amount of ransom demanded, 
and Richards told him: “The kid« 
napers at first wanted $76,000, 
then $65,000, and new have cut it 
to $50,000.” 

“Is that the minimum?” 

“Yes.” 

Then Rogers told Richards he

New indictments against Richard 
Wilder of Alton, president of the 
Madison Kennel!

The 
grand jurors also expressed the 
Opinion that the closing of the 
track was “the most important ac- 
complishment in Madison County.” 

The outstanding difference be- 
tween the indictments returned to- 
day and those returned by a spe- 
cial grand jury last October only 
to be quashed last month by Cir- 
cuit Judge Dove of Shelbyville, is 
that the new indictments are 
limited to the club and those asso- 
clated with it. 


Those Not Reindicted. 

The original special grand jury, 
declared void by Judge Dove be-

UNEMPLOYED MAN 
MAKES HIS HOME 


IN OLD CHIMNEY 


Escapes Fire Which Destroys 
Huts of Others in Colony — 
va of Destitute. 


An olc concrete chimney stack, 
which was pulled down years ago 
in an abandoned brick plant at 
Manchester and Knox avenues, has 
been made into a living quarters 
by William Walters, an unemployed 
laborer, who has had no steady 
work for more than two years, 

The chimney has an inside dia- 
meter of & feet, its walls are 7 
inches thick, and Walters is mak- 
ing his home in a 25-foot section 
of it. He has walled in one end 
with stones and chunks of con- 
crete and has closed in the other 
end with a frame and a door built 
of old lumber and bricks. 

That is why other destitute men 
of the colony, who made their 
homes in the abandoned plant, 
which burned Monday and routed 
them out of their quarters, came 
to call him “the Swallow,” con- 
fusing the nesting habits of this 
bird with the chimney-swift, which 
sometimes builds its nest in a 
chimney. 

Walters’ front door, the only 
part of his home that could have 
burned, was saved by firemen, 
who kept it wet. He is the only 
member of the colony who was not 
burned out. 

Walters fitted the inside of the 
stack with a bunk, a stove con- 
structed of sheet-iron, a box table. 
and shelves. The stove pipe leads 
out above the door. He said he 
made about $1.25 a week collect- 
ing and selling bottles.

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RECORD ALCOROL PLANT 


Chief Field Agent of Federal 
Dry Forces Estimates Value 
at $500,000. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 12. — 
Prohibition agents raided a block, 
long warehouse within half a block 
of the Federal Court butiding here 
today and seized what tney termed 
the largest grain alcohol. distillery 


ever taken by the Government. 

John R. Barton, field executive 
of the prohibition forces who led 
the raid, valued: the plant at more 
than $500,000. He said he had in- 
formation which indicated it had 
been in operation. only eight da 

Barton and John H. Wek 

acting administrator here, said t 
in 12 years’ experience, he had nev- 
er seen as large.or s0 completey 
equipped a plant. 
Pure grain alcohol was the Sy 
product of the four-story distillery 
which was equipped with a copper 
still with a daily capacity of 20,000 
gallons, six 50,000 gallon mash vats, 
a complete bottling plant, coils and 
even a laboratory for testing the 
products. 

Five men fled from the building 
through a trab door in the roof as 
the agents battered down the doors. 
They left a fire burning under a 
heavy duty steam boiler and chem- 
icals' bubbling in the laboratory 
which shared one floor with the 
coils and coolers of the still. 

The vats containing the mash 
took up two floors, three to each. 
A private telephone system extend- 
ed through the building with ex- 
tensions to all departments.. Arrows 
painted on the walls designated the 
route to the trap doors for emer- 
gency and hurried exit. 

Shipment, the agent said, was 
made by tank wagons disguised as 
milk trucks. A pipe line extended 
from the alcohol storage tanks toa 
loading room in the rear, through 
which the completed product was 
pumped into the tank wagons. 

Barton said 18,000 gallons of al- 
cohol, valued at $72,000 at whole- 


rsale prices, were in the storage 


tanks, 

At least two weeks will be neces- 
sary to demolish the plant with all 
available men working on the job, 
Barton said. 

The warehouse occupies the 
block between Lexington and’Sara- 
toga streets near Eutaw Street. It 
was the same oné into which Rep- 
resentative Hamilton Fish led a 
riading party more than a year ago 
during his search for communistic 
activities throughout the nation. He 
found nothing.

RULES ON FARM LOANS 
UNDER U. 5. CREDIT ACT 


$400 Individual Limit on Aid 
From Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 


: 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.— 


| Regulations placing a $400 limit on | 
individual loans to rarmers from | 
the $50,000,000 set aside for 1932 | 
crop production under the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation act 


were announced by the Agricul- 
ture Department yesterday. 

Farmers who apply for loans, 
which are available in every State 
except Connecticut and Pennsyl- 
vania, will be required to give first 
mortgages on their crops and pay a 
|five and one-half per cent interest 
| rate. Connecticut and Pennsylvania 
State laws make no provision for 
such mortgages. 

Southern cotton and tobacco 
planters can not obtain loans on 
more than 65 per cent of their 
1931 acreage wuniess they planted 
less than 10 acres of gotton or 
three acres of tobocco. A heavy 
surplus of both crops exist, and ef- 
forts haye been made to reduce 
production by voluntary action and 
by state laws. 

Loans to tenants of any one land 
owner in a singlé county will be 
limited to $1600. Committees wil! 
be set up in each county to pass on 
applications, and loans will be 
made from eight regional offices. 

Congress last year made a total 
of $67,000,000 available for drouth 
and storm sufferers and for organ- 
izing agricultural credit corpora- 
tions. About $55,000,000 was lent. 
The 1932 loans were intended pri- 
marily for farmers in sections 
where credit has become stringent 
due especially to bank failures, 

In counties where fertilizer is 
not commonly used the maximum 
loan an acré under the new tegula- 
tions will bé $3 for all crops except 
truck crops, which will be $12. 
Where fertilizer is needed, the 
maximum loan will be $6, except 
On tobacco and truck crops. In 
these cases $10 will be allowed for 
tobacco and $20 for truck crops. 

No more than $1 An acre of 
loans may be used for repairs and 
miscellaneous expenses of crop 
production other than seed, ferti- 
lizer, feed for work stock and fuel 
and oil for tractors. No part of 
the loan may be used to pay debts 
or taxes. #pecial provision is made 
for the purchase of sprays or duets 
to combat insects and plant dis- 
Canes, 

The eight regional offices will he 
at Washington, Minneapolis, #t. 
Louis, Memphis, Dallas, Salt Lake 
City, BSpekane and Grand Forks.

Two-Ton Magnetic Scale Dis- 
closes Several Kinds of 
Gold.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—Comple- 
tion of a two-ton seale that weighs 
sifgie atoms is announced by the 
American Ifistitute of Physics. 


An atom weighs about one sex- 
tillionth of an ounce, Yet thie in- 
visible bit of matter swings the 
pointer of the new scale about 
half an inch, The device is at the 
— Foundation, Swarthmore, 

a. 

The pointer is & stream of elec- 
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trifiéd atoms, called ions, shot our 
of a vacuum tube into a magnetic 
field between two immense mag- 
nets, whose size accounts fer the 
great weight of the scales. The 
atoms rise into the magnetic field, 
curve over to one side and fall 
straight dowh. They are catight on 
a photographie plate. 

The heavier particles shoot high- 
er and curve. wider; so that they 
fall farther out. Thus 4 large atom 
will land farther out on the sen- 
sitized plats than a Simall ofie. 
Bach 6né will leAve a bitek mark 
where it strikes. The distances be- 
tween these black marks show the 
varying atomic weights. Several 
kinds of gold atoms have been 
found. The scientific term for the 
weight differences is isotopes. 

The weight variations are due to 
differences in the composition of 
the nucleus of the atom, 

The scales were built by Dr. 
Kenneth T. Bainbridge and mod- 
eled after a Gevice made in En- 
giand by Dr. F. W. Aston, called 
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the precision mass spectrograph.

For Making the Party Democratic, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I? Missouri is ready for another ‘‘com- 
[ promise,” its delegates to the coming 

Democratic national convention in Chi- 
cago could offer no better one in the in- 
terests of a genuinely Democratic party 
than a relinquishment of the famous 
two-thirds rule in exchange for a new 
system of apportioning delegates to the 
several states. 

These delegates are apportioned now, 
as you know, upon a basis of representa- 
tion in Congress. This means a huge 
over-representation for states which rare- 
ly, if ever, go Democratic and a corre- 
spondingly large under-representation for 
other states which are always Demo- 
cratic. It means that the rock-ribbed 
Republican State of Pennsylvania, with 
its 76 votes, can weigh more in Demo- 
cratic national conyentions than the 
combined states of Alabama, Georgia 
and South Carolina, whith are always 
Democratic. So long as such a system 
reniains, the under-represented states 
will need the two-thirds rule for what 
little protection it affords. It is a nega- 
tive protection at best, of course, and 
has the additional fault .-of resulting 
often in weak compromises in the nomi- 
nations. Furthermore, it can be em- 
ployed by the over-represented states to 
aggravate their unwarranted power un- 
der the apportionment system. 

The sensible and truly democratic 
thing for the Democratic party to do is 
to abolish the rule and base the appor- 
tionment of delegates (in part af least) 
on the distribution not of total popula- 
tion but of Democratic population as in- 
dicated by a-~preceding election. The 
Republicans adopted such a system after 
their party revolt in 1912 had shown 
the improprieties of the old one. The 
Democrats have had their own party re- 
volt—in 1$28—and there should be some 
hope that the party which bears the 
namie may now go actually democratic.

We hope so, but we have 
seen other roseate Thursdays whose promises were 
not fulfilled, We are quite aware that depressions 
vary in their periodicity, and we long ago despaired 
of any notion how long this.one would last, Never- 
theless, even the 800-year depression which John 
Maynard Keynes says the Dark Ages were had an 
end. Some day, of course, this depression will end; 
but we are slow to believe that it will be ended by 
the artifices: ef Washington. We would rather be- 
lieve that when our fortunes do rise they will carry 
@ good many pulmotors with them. It has not taken 
Wall Street long to discount the operations of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, as it did not 
take it long to discount the reduction in railroad 
wages. Perhaps it will not take it long to discount 
ali the happy auguries of yesterday, since an over- 
capitalized cougtry can hardly recover its buoyancy 
by assuming that things are worth more than they 
are werth; but a time will come when the cumula- 
tive effect of se many things will at last down the 
depression in its tracks. After all, we still have our 
wants, and we are willing to work to satisfy them. 
Haphagard as our economic system ifs, there is no 
reason why it should collapse. 

There is every reason why it should be rational- 
ized. For instance, it is unhealthy that the national 
economy should be so topheavy as it is, and that a 
few people should possess such an undue portion of 
the national wealth. We are an immensely wealthy na- 
tion, the richest the world has ever known. It is in- 
credible that we tolerate such an anomaly as abun- 
dant wealth on the one hand and starvation upon the 
other, while our congressional Nero fiddles. If we 
continue to tolerate it, we cannot always hope to 
escape so easily when reverses come. It is in our 
opinion also quite true, as the lugubrious Sir George 
Paish points out, that the malady which afflicts the 
world can never he eradicated until men everywhere 
adopt the policy of live and let live. As long as 
every nation bars the products of other nations, as 
long as they arm to the teeth against one another, 
and as long as the conquerors of Germany deny that 
eountry its rightful place in the international econ- 
omy, the world can never enjoy a healthy condition 
of international trade. 

But there is no good reason why the United States 
should meanwhile be as badly off as the rest of the 
world. Far from a self-sufficient nation, we still have 
the greatest of all domestic markets. It consumes 90 
per cent of all our products. Mr. Coolidge, who rode 
an electric horse and therefore indiets his own 
bravado with our own, says we have been riding too 
high. The truth is that we have been suffering the 
censequences of things which were carefully enum- 
erated in the Post-Dispatch last Nov. 29 by Charles 
G. Ross. That exhaustive analysis of the national 
ills has never been answered, and it never will he. 
A rising stock market ig not going to abate the 
barriers of the Hawley-Smoot tariff. Better prices 
for farm products are not going to destroy those 
privileges by which the privileged grow richer and 
the unprivileged poorer. Mr. Ford can get out an 
automobile that whistles and talks, but we will stil] 
be out the money we lost in those South American 
loans and a thousand and one other unhappy invest- 
ments. Declaring dividends to Union Pacific stock- 
holders is one thing, but declaring the United States 
Treasury saerosanct, instead of a feed trough for 
favored interests, is something else. 

We need to think over the way we are going before 
we go that way once too often.

A WEIRD PROPOSAL. 
The mad spirit which led Japan to bombard 
Shanghai seems now to have spread to its diplom- 
acy. We allude to the proposal of the Japanese Gov, 
ernment that the Nine-Power Treaty be revised to 
place each large commercial center in China in a 
neutral zone, 15 to 80 miles wide, te be policed unger 
international supervision, Chinese soldiers would 
be excluded from these zones, which would include 
Shanghai, Canton, Hankow, Tsingtao and Tientsin. 
In addition, Japan asks the Powers te consider Man- 
churia as outside the province of the Nine-Power 
Treaty, which is equivalent to asking Manchuria’s 
tecognition as a Japanese province, 
Only jast November, Japan flatly reiterated the 
policy, first enunciated at the close of the Sino 
Japanese War of 1894-05, that the territorial and ad- 
ministrative integrity of China must be preserved. 
In a note to our State Department, Japan said: “The 
Japanese Government remain unebanged in their 
stand against the partition of China,” In the short 
space of four months, Japan has reversed a 85-year-| 
eld policy and arrogantly asks the other signatories 
of the Nine-Power Treaty to take from China cities 
which bear the same relation to her as New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Chicago do te 
the United States. 
Even more amazing is the theory underlying the 
proposal. It was outlined as follows by a spokes- 
man for the Tokio Government: The Nine-Power 
Treaty, guaranteeing China’s territorial integrity, 
was predicated on the assumption that China was 
able te work out her own problems and achieve 
peace and stability if the Powers kept hands off. 
Japan is convinced now that the assumption was 
faise and that the Powers must intervene. In other 
words, Japan, now engaged in a military crime 
against China, which in some respects is more griev- 
ous than Germany’s invasion of Belgium, has de- 
clared itself the judge of China’s destiny. 
This surely is something new in the history of na- 
tions, that one should say of another that it can no 
longer be trusted to work out its own salvation. 
Japan, suffering severely under the depression, has 
recently suspended gold payments. What would she 
think if other nations should conclude that Japan 
is unable to solye its financial and economic prob- 
lems and, therefore, should relinquish her five princi- 
pal cities and one of her richest provinces? The 
analogy is exaet, except that Japan is a strong na- 
tion and China a weak one, made weak by foreign 
conquerors. 
Of course, the other Powers will not consider seri- 
ously so weird a proposal. Our own State Depart- 
ment promptly let it be known that the United States 
would not favor it, any more than it would favor the 
partitionment of Soviet Russia because of hostility to 
Bolshevistic principles. We express the hope that 
the Japanese proposal represents the views, not of 
the Japanese nation, but of the jinge patriots who are 
now in the saddle. Perhaps in the forthcoming elec- 
tions they will come a cropper. 
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A SENATOR FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Edward P. Costigan of Colorado has held a seat in 
the United States Senate scarcely two months and 
yet his name is better known threughout the country 
today as a sincere worker for the people than a dozen 
Senators who have been in office 10 years. Since 
the beginning of their service sueh Senators as Short 
ridge, Keyes, Dale and their like taken together have 
net made the impression the unebtrusive man from 
Denver has made since December. But it was to 
have been expected that Senator Costigan would be- 
gin work at once on some such badly needed legisla- 
tion as that which he is sponsoring with Senate La 
Follette. Aid for the millions of unemployed might 
very well come from a man who would resign in 
righteous indignation from the Tariff Commission 
with the charge that its usefulness had been de 
stroyed by the maintenance of inordinately high 
rates.

According to 
plans approved by the more than 100 members, the 
usual campaign to remove billboards, roadside lit- 
ter and any other unsightly objects and to stop city 
families from leaving the refuse from basket dinners 
along the highway, will be extended with efforts te 
improve the appearance of fences, buildings and other 
structures and to induce beautification with trees, 
shrubs and flowers.

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OLD PROPHETS AND NEW. 
If we may judge by the following from the Mis- 
souri Historical Review, prophecy was as dangerous 
a business three-quarters of a century ago as it has 
proved to be during the business depression: 


Delivering his first biennial message to the 
Missouri General Assembly on Dec, 29, 1858, Gov.

The 
United States Census for 1900 shows Missouri 
with a population of 3,106,665, and even at the 
last censys, taken in 1980, Missouri totaled but 
3,629,367, still heing some 6,000,000 below the op 
timistic estimate of Gov. Stewart.

half of that time, er ever since his 
tragic death in 1865, the subject of 
serutiny and study. The greatness 
ef hig character and the gublimity 
ef some ef his vytterances have 
leng been cenceded. His Gettys- 
burg address and Second Inaugura! 
are the admiration ef peets, and 
kis achievem@nts fer the Union and 
for human freedom have wen the 
reverence of statesmen. 
But reverence ia net the streng 
point of the payche-anaiysts, who 
in recent years have turned their 
study en Lincoln’s career. They 
have studied the less promising 
episodes ef his life, and have found 
the record rich in the peycheses, 
fixatiens and complexes in which 
they delight. They audibly regret 
that Lineein did net live later, or 
that peyche-anaiysis did net ex- 
ist earlier. so that a Freud er a 
Jung might have studied him at 
first hand. 
Within the past year Dr. A. A. 
Brill, New Yerk pseyche-analyst, 
has described Lincoin as possessing 
a schiszeid-manic, er dual, person- 
ality, and as unable threugh life 
te unburden himself ef depressive 
moods. Dr. Brill dwelt en what he 
called the Linecoin stories, some of 
them exceedingly coarse anecdotes 
Others have held that Dr. Brill's 
authority fer cennecting these 
gteries with Linceln was got suf- 
ficient. Some histerians and biog- 
raphers, including contemporaries 
of Lincoln, have tnsisted that he did 
not tell cearse jekes. He did teil 
some apt and witty anecdotes, these 
writers have said, and for that rea- 
sen many less worthy stories came 
te be ascribed te him. 
Dr. L. Pierce Clark ef New York 
has psyche-analyzed Lincein as te 
his personal relationships. Dr. 
Pieree's study. which has since been 
widely queted, was based en the 
Preudian idea ef the streng at- 
tachment ef the sen to his mether, 
reacting semetimes in a strong 
fecling against the father. 
Lincoin’s leve fer his mether, 
whe died when he was 8 years eld, 
wags shewn by his action, months 
later, in taking a preacher te the 
hilitep grave te say the rites which 
were lacking at the time ef burial. 
In contrast, Dr. Clark peints to 
Lincein’s attitude toward his fa- 
ther, shewn by the letter written 
shertly before the father’s death, 
saying that a meeting between 
them might be “mere painful than 
pleasant,” and declining to goa te 
the elder Linceln’s bedside, Dr.

It must 
relate to Sherman: my theughts 
are in that direction, and I knew 
ef ne ether very important event 
which is likely puat new te eecur.’”

R. CLARK cenciudes that “no 

small part ef Lincoln's depres- 

sions was due to certain deep, 
uncengeious fixations, er soul at-

which in turn made it impossible 
in early life fer him te assume the 
usual attitude ef religieus feeling 
and theught."”

least half the appellatien, but now, 
when I beheld her, { could net fer 
my life aveid thinking ef my moth- 
er: and thia, not frem withered 
features, for her skin waa too full 
of fat te permit of its centracting 
inte wrinkles, but from her want 
ef teeth, weather-beaten appear-
